Over the Ties on the Bridge — Passengers 


Greatly Alarmed — One Man Overboard. 


WHAT THE KNOCKERS ARE 


FOR COAST. 


The local Alameda broad guage train 


going west was thrown off the track 
this morning while crossing the Harri- 
son street bridge. It was the first lo- 
cal Alameda train and left Park street, 
Alameda, at 5:25 a. m., and was due at 
the Oakland mole at 5:47 a. m. 


Owing to some delay at the bridge, 


the train was not a-flowed to cross un- 
til 5:40. A couple of minutes later the 
engine, tender and front trucks of the 
baggage car were off the rails bounc- 
ing along on the ties and gravel near 
the edge of the trestle. 


The derailing occured just as the en- 


gine was leaving the bridge 
at the 


last sv.ltch. 


It was pitch dark and 
for a time 


there was great excitement among- the 
passengers. 


Men and women scrambled 
out of 


the cars on the bridge. 


Jack Smith, tower operator of tower 


No. 3, has charge of that switch and 
it is the concensus of opinion among 
the railroad officials Involved that he 
is the man to blame for the accident. 


If the train had not been running at

would have been In immediate danger 
of pitching over the

below and hundreds of lives 


would have "been lost. 


When the bridge was closed -the 


operator In the 
bridge

broad guage switch. 
Through 
care- 


lessness or misunderstandin™ Tower- 
man Smith opened the narrow j?uage 
rails and the engine and tender came 


within an ace of running over the side 
of the trestle'. As it was, there was 
about two feet to spare. The margin 
was so narrow between the engine and 
the edge of the embankment that two 
men could not walk abreast. 


This fact was admirably Illustrated 


by one man being crowded into the 
water fifteen 
feet 
below. 
The pas- 


sengers finding'that there was no like- 
lihood of the train being started for 
several hours, descended and started to 
walk to the broad guage station at 
Seventh street and Broadway.

him and the locomotive, forcing him 
off the embankment

rt'hlch, fortunately, owing to the low 
tide, was but about three feet deep.

seeing the accident put off in a. boat 
at once, to the rescue. The b,oat was 
small and the rescuer and the.one In 
need of succor were both large men. 
In getting aboard, Mr. Nelson 
sank 


the boat. 
However, 
he was finally 


brought ashore by means of a raft, 
none the worse save ducking and the 
loss of his hat. 
He was put on a car 


and sent home at once. 


Conductor 
Owens of the

train said In speaking of the mishap:

On inquiry it was found that this 


is the second time within a year that 
Operator Jack Smith \of tower No. 3 
has- given .the wrong switch 
and de- 


railed a train. On the previous occa- 
sion he blamed the bridge operato^for 
giving the wrong signal. 


Immediately on receipt of the news 


of the accident Master Mechanic Rus- 
sell of the West Oakland 
yards dis- 


patched the wrecking train and. crew 
und,er Charles Ward, foreman'. 
The 


wrecking train was hacked down from 
the Webster street side, while the en- 
gine was obliged to gq around by Ala- 
meda lir^order to be of service In pull- 
Ing the derailed engine onto the tracks. 


The coaches 
of the 
derailed 
train 


were backed down to^Mastlck station 
and left on a siding. 


All traffic on the narrow guage was 


effectively blocke'd until 
the derailed 


engine was out of the way.

actual damage done was the breaking 
and twisting of rails, which was soon 
repaired.

• B e it Ordained by the Council of the 
City of Oakland, as follows:

All ball moneys and balance of

and which arc not called for, shall be 
paid into, the City Treasury of the City 
of Oakland by the Bailiff of the Police 
Court.

PR. MYRA KNOX. 


It is a vmatter of grave regret that 


the Republican Convention did not re- 
nominate Dr. Myra Knox for School 
Director. She had earned a renomina- 
tlon by every rule of good politics and 
sound principle in government. 
She 


has been one of the most efficient and 
diligent members c,J the board, quali- 
fied in every respect, and thoroughly 
high-minded and Independent in the 
discharge of her duties. 


No complaint has been heard in any 


quarter against Dr. Knox. No one has 
heard any reason for summarily leav- 
ing her off the list of nominees when 
the public 
confidently 
expected 
she 


would be renominated. 


Apparently she v.-as turned down for 


the sole reason that she is a woman. 
This fact alone should have caused her 
to.be renominated by acclamation. She 
Is the only woman on the board, and 
one School Director at least should be 
a, -woman. More than half the teach- 
ers jand scholars in the school depart- 
ment belong to the female sex, and 
they should be represented 
in the 


board by one of their own sex. 


Four years ago Dr. Knox was nom- 


inated by the Republicans, the Demo- 
crats and the Municipal League. Two 
years ago she was the joint nominee of 
the Republicans and the 
Democrats. 


But this year the Republicans have 
commitled the blunder—a blunder that 
Involves the welfare of the school de- 
partme.-.t—of 
failing 
to 
renorninate 


her. It was not only an undeserved 
slight on an official who had served the 
public faithfully and efficiently with- 
out pay. but was a rebuff to the entire 
female sex. It was a direct slap at the 
influence of women in the school de- 
partment. It amounts to a dental of 
the right of women to be represented 
In the school board. 


But the Union Labor and Democrat- 


ic parties have not been so narrow and 
unwise as to ignore the good record 
Dr. Knox was made 
School 
Direc- 


tor. 
She has been nominated by the 


Union LabO'- people for School Direc- 
tor ot JL*.ry?, and her name will also 
be placed on the 
Democratic ticket. 


She ought to be elected, and undoubt- 
edly will be. Every woman in Oak- 
land should make 
Dr. Knox's cause 


her own. Her presence In the board 
is in accord with enlightened senti- 
ment and the dictates of public policy. 
Failure to renorninate her was an un- 
just requital of good service. The good 
of the department demands that there 
should be a woman on the board, a*, 
woman of breadth ana experience ca- 
pable of advising female teachers in 
delicate matters, 
and 
dealing with 


problems relating to female scholars 
which men imperfectly comprehend. 


We trust there will be an earnest 


and united movement to ro-elect Dr. 
Knox irrespective of party. Her pres- 
ence in the board is needed, and she 
should be re-elected in justice to the 
female sex. 


AN UNJUSTIFIABLE PRACTICE.. 


The contention of the San Francisco 


ftreet car men that conductors should 
have the cash they turn in at the close 
of the day counted in their presence is 
entirely reasonable. No business man 
would consent to 
be 
responsible for 


shortages in cash counted by others 
when neither he nor a representative 
was present. The conductors are re- 
quired to make good all the shortages 
in their cash, yet the cash is counted 
by other emi loyes when they are not 
present. 
Si:ch a practice places the 


conductors at the mercy of others. 


~t is alleged that one conductor was 


docked for a shortage on a day he dlci 
not work, the clocking Joeing done at 
the end of the month. Another con- 
ductor, it is said, was confronted with 
dockings aggregating S2S at the end of 
the month when he went to draw his 
pay. 
It was useless for him to com- 


plain or to assert that his cash was not 
short; the company took the word of 
the counter, and arbitrarily'confiscated 
a portion of the conductor's wages to 
satisfy a shortage which may or may 
not have been his fault. This is not 
giving a man a fair show. It Is a rule 
that cannot be defended on any reas- 
enable ground, and the men are amply 
Justified In demanding that it be abro- 
eated. 


The report of the committee on the

to abuse Senator Perkins than to se- 
cure his cooperation against the treaty. 
They have used the resolution as a 
pretext for impeaching his motives 
and casting reflections on his conduct. 
Senator Devlin, who led in this busi- 
ness in the Senate and Grove L. John- 
son, who took the same tack in the As- 
sembly, both had an .Itching to wear 
the Senatorial toga. .Their actions in- 
dicate that envy and 
disappointment 


rather than regard for the interests 
of California are dictating their course. 
The Senate has shown its disapproval 
of such tactics. 


Senator Perkins has 
signified his 


willingness to put aside 
his 
private 


Judgment in obedience to a request 
from the Legislature. 
But because he 


Intimated that he considered it unwise 
for the Legislature 
to Instruct 
the 


Senators in this matter, he is assailed 
as if he had committed some gravt 
offense. 
The 
Senator 
believes 
the 


treaty will not Injure California, but 
will vote against it if California wants 
him to. Holding his view, he could 
scarcely do less 
than to intimate a 


desire not to be instructed. 
We be- 


lieve he is mistaken as to the effect 
of the treaty, tout we see no reason to 
doubt his good faith; certainly none 
for abusing and insulting him. At all 
events Callfornians who are sincerely 
devoted to the interests of the State 
desire the treaty defeated, and they 
have no wish to put an Indignity on 
Senator Perkins. 


THE CHILD LABOR QUESTION. 


* 
The Child Labor bill has been wisely 


amended. It was too sweeping In its 
provisions in its original form, and If 
enacted would have reacted 
on the 


fruit industry and the children it was 
intended to benefit. As the bill stands 
it does not prohibit the employment 
of minors on farms and in the fruit 
>rchards during school vacation. 
It 


would be a great hardship to hortl- 
culturalists were they forbidden to em- 
ploy boys and girls at a time when 
they are not going- to school. 


A £ood many people look at the child 


labor question from 
the 
sentimental 


side, and proceed on the assumption 
that the extreme cases are the rule. 
There are few factories or stores where 
children are required to work so hard 
as the sons and daughters of New Eng- 
land farmers had 
to work 
thirty or 


forty 
years ago. Picking, 
packing 


and canning fruit in California is a 
picnic compared 
to what 
boys and 


girls haj to do in the Eastern States a 
generation or two ago. The work in 
the orchards is light, and it is perform- 
ed at a time of the year when life in 
the open air is 
delightful. 
Children 


from twelve to fifteen years of age can 
easily earn from seventy-flve cents to 
a dollar and a quarter a day—wages 
that are no inconsiderable item in the 
household economy of families of mod- 
erate means. 


The people who want to put a stop 


to this do not know what they are 
talking about. 
They 
are 
trying to 


remedy an evil that exists only in their 
own Imagination. A large proportion 
of the children who work in the orch- 
ards do so on their own motion. It Is 
a sort of recreation, which gives them 
an opportunity to earn money for new 
clothes or for the 
ensuing 
holidays. 


They are not 
overworked, 
and It Is

The child labor question Is one that 


has two sides to It. 
There are uses 


and abuses, lights and shadows; and 
it Is a question that Is not to be legis- 
lated on off-hand without a full knowl- 
edge of facts and conditions. 
There 


never was a more unsafe guide than 
sympathy without knowledge, and the 
exaggerated and highly wrought pic- 
tures of the 
Inhumanity of 
making 


children work usually presented as the 
basis of legislative action are far from 
stating the facts. 
The facts 
are 


usually isolated instances and do not 
represent the rule, and they are over- 
drawn with all the fervor of sentiment- 
al enthusiasts. 
The hearts of these 


people are warm and tender, but they 
really don't know much about the mat- 
ter—that is, about the practical side of 
the question, 
Including 
the prosaic,- 


every day facts. 


How much better off are the boys 


working in the stores on 
Saturday 


evenings than the boys loafing on the 
streets? 
Which is most likely to go 


astray?—the girl at work In the shop 
or the one dawdling on the outside and 
gazing In the windows? Good, honest 
work never did a child any harm unless 
Its strength was overtaxed or It was 
made to labor when it should have 
been learning. 
One of 
the 
halest, 


soundest and wealthiest capitalists in 
this city tells with pride of how, at the 
age of twelve, he harnessed his team in 
the gray twilight of early dawn and 
drove afield to plow 
while the hoar 


frost silvered the stubble and filled the 
air with sharp cold. 
It never hurt 


him. The boys on the 
neighboring 


farms did the same thing. It never 
hurt them. 
They all grew up to be 


great, ruddy stalwart men who knew 
how to work and were not afraid to 
work. 
They knew 
the value 
of 


money because they knew the effort it 
required to earn it. 


This must not be taken as a protest 


against legislation to protect children 
from being overworked and ill-treated. 
On the contrary there should be whole- 
some restraint provided; nevertheless, 
such laws must not be too sweeping 
and Indiscriminate in their character 
If they are to do more good than harm. 


The Union Iron Works Is not to get 


the contract for building one of the 
new battleships. It is stated that the 
way the Scott's treated their employes 
Is responsible for San Francisco losing 
the job. Incidentally a bouquet Is 
thrown at Lewis Nixon, president of 
the ship building trust. We do not see 
how letting the contract to the yard 
at Elizabeth, New Jersey, hurts either 
the Scotts or Nixon. 
That 
yard is 


Nixon's pet, and like the Union Iron 
Works, belongs to the ship building 
trust. In other words, the trust wins, 
but San 
Francisco 
loses.

that much less work to be done by San 
Francisco mechanics, and the chances 
are that the Scotts will do as well or 
better under this arrangement than if 
the Union Iron Works had the build- 
ing of the ship. It Is easy to figure 
out that San Francisco workmen are 
not the gainers.

Elizabeth are not likely to strike be- 
cause they get a job San Francisco 
wanted.

EXPERT TALKS TO THE

Mr. E. J. MacCullagh gave a talk to 


the boys of the Y. M. C. A. 'yesterday 
afternoon on "Photography." 


In introducing the subject Mr. Mac- 


Cullagh said: "Photography nils many 
useful places in the world. Newspa- 
pers and magazines are Illustrated al- 
most entirely by photography. It aids 
In general education and supplements 
travel. 
It is 
useful 
in 
astronomy; 


stars invisible to the unaided eye or 
even fry means of the largest teles- 
cope are discovered by means of the 
exposed plate. 


Surgery has been greatly aided by 


means of pictures taken with the X 
ray or Crooks tube revealing the lo- 
cation of bullets 
and the 
nature of 


fractures and injuries. 


Many kinds of light are used in pho- 


tography, but daylight Is used most 
frequently, and that we will consider 
today. 
Daylight, 
commonly called 


white light, is slightly bluish In color 
and is composed of seven 
priming 
colors, violet, indigo, blue, green, yel- 
low, 
orange and red. Daylight 
has 
three distinct properties, heat, light 
and chpmical action. It is the chemi- 
cal quality of light that makes your 
hands tan, not the heat, as you can 
get tanned on the coldest day of the 
year. 
It is this chemical quality In 


light that makes photography possible. 
Photography is comparatively (a new 
science. 
In the year 1776, about the 


time the colonies became independent 
of England, a Swedish chemist named 
Schiel discovered that the sun's rays 
had the power of changing properties 
of silver chloride, under water. 
This 


fact was not made use of, until 1S02 
when Ardywood, an Englishman, made 
pictures by exposing objects on sensi- 
tized paper. 
These were simply sil- 


houettes, or shadow i/ictures and were 
not permanent. It needed the discov- 
ery of hyposulphati? of soda, generally 
called hypo, that was made in 1795, to 
give a chemical th.it would "fix" or 
prevent the silver from being after- 
ward affected by the 
light. 
These 


first pictures were called 'Heliographs' 
from the two Greek words that mean 
sun writing. 


"In 1839 Daguerre invented the Da- 


guerreotype, a copper plate sensitized 
with silver. 
The first processes 
re- 


quired a very long exposure. A'i'ter the 
Daguerreotype 
came the Ambrotype 


with'black varnished back, then the 
Tintype and the wet plate process with 
its drizzling, sloppy plates. 
Now our 
plates are carefully prepared and kept 
in light-tight boxes until used and we 
can take pictures in a fraction of a 
second." 


Mr. MacCullagh exhibited a camera 
and explained its operation and con- 
struction. He showed a large number 
of the newer styles of photography pa- 
per an<J printing:, explaining the toning 
and finishing processes. Altogether the 
subject was interesting and instructive.

Mrs. Ware obtained a divorce on August

It was at 6:45 o'clock when \V. H. 


Ramsey, an employee of Fred Phillips, 
\ an Eleventh street produce merchant, 
^saw;smoke issuing .from the basement 
.of Salinger's building through a grat- 
llng In the- sidewalk on the Eleventh 
Jstreet side. Ramsey 
telephoned 
the 


[flre department and then notified the 
: occupants of the store. 
: 
An Investigation 
showed 
that the 
flre^had started in the rear of the Jjase- 
[ment well towards Eleventh 
street. 


^Pending the arrival of the fire depart- 
1 ment, an effort was made by the em- 
ployees of the store to extinguish the 
i blaze, but the flames had made too 
• great headway 
and the 
effort 
was 
abandoned. 


When Fire Chief Ball 
arrived he 
•realized that he had a -serious con- 
:f!agration to cope wiuh and so issued

None of them, how- 
ever, give satisfaction, and accordingly a 
committee bill has been reported which is 
pronounced perfect and practical by the 
military experts who have had a chance 
to pass upon Its various features. A briet 
synopsis of the new organization Is here- 
with presented. 


ONE BRIGADE. 


The Xatlonal Guard of California will, 


under the re-organization, consist of the. 
same number of companies as are now 
authorized by law. 


It will comprise one brigade, which will 


be commanded by 
The 
organization 


battalions shall be left to the Board of 
Organization and Control, as Is now au- 
thorized by law. 


MINOR BODIES. 


The scope of the bill is to make the 


command sonslst of forty-six companies 
of infantry, four companies of coast ar- 
tillery,. four troops of cavalry, one com- 
pany of engineers and. the necessary sig- 
nal corps and. sanitary organizations. 


NAVAU MILITIA. 


Exclulsve of the National Guard there 


will bft seven divisions of Naval mili.Ua, 
commanded by a captain, ranking the 
same as an officer of that rank in the 
general navy. 


The act also provides for the substitu- 


tion of one company of engineers in place 
of a company of infantry that may 'be 
disbanded by the Governor. 


CONFORM TO REQUIREMENTS. 


The object of this bill Is -to enable the 


N. G. C.,to conform to tho requirements 
of the Dick militia bill recently passed 
by Congress and approved by the Presi- 
dent on the 21st of last month, and In 
conforming to that act, to enable the N. 
G. C, to avail itself of the benefits of 
the act of Congress. 


LINES OF REGULAR ARMY. 


In the first place, the organization will 


be, as nearly as possible, on the lines of 
the regular army organization. 


. In. the second place, the National Guard 
must uniform arid equip the same as th» 
regular army, the expense, of which it 
mainly borne by the National Govern- 
ment. 


REGULAR OFFICERS DETAIL. 


The Secretary of War is directed by the 


operation of this bill to detail officers of 
the regular army to Inspect the National 
Gard (§srnlzatlon and those answering to 
the requirement* are placed on the foot- 
ing required by the Dick bill and the 
States will receive the benefits covered 
by the bill.

Instruction by qualified officers of the 
United States Army, designated by the 
Secretary of War, both In camp and arm- 


ory. 


IN CAMP WITH REGULARS. 


On requisition of the Governor the Sec- 


retary of War is authorized to direct the 
encampment of any portion of the Na- 
tional Guard, in any State, In connection 
with an established or temporary en- 
campment of troops of the regular army, 
and during such temporary encampment 
officers and men will be paid at the rate 
of the officers and. men of the same grade 
in the regular army, transportation and 
all expenses being paid by the National 
Government. 


FIRST M I L I T I A BILL. 


The Dick enactment is the only militia 


bill passed by Congress since 1792. It 
-specially exempts from its requirements 
all the ancient militia organizations of 
this country of the eighteenth century, 
among these being the Ancient Artillery 
Companies of Boston and similar aesoc- 
atlons, a couple of which of a hereditary 
character are In Providence, Rhode Is- 
land. 


RETIREMENT. 


The act takes effect July 1st of this 


year, which will permit the retlrment 
of General Warfield and General Land, 
by reason of length of service. 


General Dickinson and General Mill- 


er have served many years in the Na- 
tional Guard and are entitled to 
re- 


tirement. 
The re-organization bill as presented 


to both Houses of the Legislature by 
the Military Committee was the work 
of the Joint committees and will be 
recommended for passage. 


The Dick bill has aroused an amount 


of favorable comment in military sec- 
tions throughout the State, and espec- 
ially in ,the neighborhood of the metro- 
polis, ami the measure governing the

ADULT BLIND. 


The 
Committee 
on Hospitals and 
Asylums of the House has drawn the 
following picture of the poor condition 
In which they found (lift Industrial Home 
for the Blind in Oakland: 
"At the Industrial Home of Mechani- 
cal Trades for the Adult Blind at Oak- 
land, 
your 
committee rnet conditions, 
which 
mildly 
described, reflect little 
credit on the great State of California, 
whose public institutions are an index to 
the generosity and progress of the com- 
monwealth. 
"At this place, your committee met 
one hundred and ten males and females, 
whose misfortune compels them to be 
cared for by the State. Here the living 
houses are in poor repair, roofs 
leak 
badly, the houses are almost devoid of 
pajnt, cement walko within the enclos- 
ure are broken and present an Irregular 
surface, 
making it dangerous for the 


blind to walk thereon. 
"To say nothing of the present dis- 
comfort of the Inmates, an appropriation 
is needed to stop further deterioration of 
property and to hide the evident marks 
of past neglect by the State. The 
in- 
mates conduct their industrial operations 
In 
buildings in which a thrifty farmer 
would hesitate to quarter livestock which 
he values. The buildings in which their 
work 
is 
carried on are frail, wooden 
structures, cold and cheerless, with no 
means for heating the same, 
and 
III 
adapted as work-shops for the 
moat 
favored artisans, not to mention their 
total unfitncss for occupancy as working 
rooms by those whose pitiable condition 
demands tho greatest comfort and con- 
veniences obtainable. 
"Your committee, therefore, urges such 
action 
by the Assembly as has 
been 
recommended by them on the bills per- 
talnifig to this institution."

Makes a Telling Speech in Assembly last Her Away When 


When the Injunction

She Was Far 


Measure is Heard.

From Home. 


SACRAMENTO, Feb. 5.—In 
the 


House yesterday the word "intimida- 
tion" was stricken out of the amend- 
ment to the anti-injunction bill, by a 
vote of 33 to 25. 


WALSH SPEAXS. 


The principal speech in support of 


the .striking out of the word in ques- 
tion was delivered by 
Assemblyman 


Walsh of Oakland, who spoke sub- 
stantially as follows: 


"I am in favor of striking the word 


'intimidation' out of the resolution. I 
have reached this conclusion after de- 
liberation and a reading of the law 
bearing on the subject. 
With this 


\vord in the proposed bill its intents 
and purposes will be defeated. 
This 


measure "simply proposes to permit the 
doing of an act by numbers which can 
be done by one person now without 
violating the law. 
My voice Js raised 


at this time on behalf of the laboring 
classes, as it was in 1894. Then, for 
speaking on behalf of men engaged in 
the great railroad strike, for criticizing 
the actions of the gentleman who was 
then Mayor of the city of Oakland and 
is now Governor of this great State, I 
was removed from office. It is possible 
that my action today in advocating 
this measure will have a serious effect 
on my political fortunes, for no one 
realizes the power and influence of 
capital better than myself, but, come 
what may, my voice will ever be found 
urging what I believe to be right and 
just. 


DECLARED UNFAIR. 


"The gentleman who has just spoken 


(Mr. Houser of Colusa) has referred 
to the boycott now in progress in this 
city directed against Its eating houses 
and restaurants. I hold in. my hand a 
clipping from the Sacramento Tribune, 
which shows that nine restaurants, two 
coffee houses and eleven hotels in this 
city have been declared unfair by the 
labor unions, because of the employ- 
mant of Chinese. I know not how long 
the1 gentJeman from Colusa has resid- 
ed in this State, but it was not many 
years ago that nearly the entire white 
population of California were intini- 
idatlng the Chinese and probably thfe 
gentleman from Colusa 
was 
among 
the intimldators. 


CHINESE MUST GO. 


"The almond-eyed men from the Or- 


ient had swarmed over this State until 
their presence had become a menace to 
the Interests of the whites. Then was 
raised that cry of no great meaning, 
•The Chinese must go,' a.yT with Denis 
Kearney, a man taken from a truck, at 
their head, the 
people 
raised their 


voices In stern protest 
against 
any 
further affliction. 


EVIL OF THE TIMES.

"Intimidation, yes, Intimidation, but 


Intimidation made necessary 
by 
the 


crying evil of the times. 
The pale- 


faced, Ill-clad men whojatrol in front 
of the restaurants and eating houses of 
this city, asking that these places be 
not patronized because of the. employ- 
ment of Chinese, may not use the best 
means to attain their ends, but they 
have the right to use all. peaceable 
methods. The honorable gentleman ob- 
jects because these Chinese are termed 
'scabs.' Aye! they are not only scabs 
but running ulcers on the body politic. 


RIGHT TO COMBINE. 


"The laboring classes have the right 


to combine and organize, to employ the 
boycott and the strike. 
This doctrine 


was enunciated 
by 
Oliver Wendell 
Holmes, recently 
Chief Justice of the 


Supreme Court of Massachusetts, and 
now a member of the Supreme Court 
of the United States. It is true, a ma- 
jority of that court thought otherwise, 
but' I will take his opinion, based as It 
is, on principles of freedom and equal- 
ity, rather than on the judgment of his 
associates whose names have not gone 
beyond the limits of Massachusetts. 


"With the word 'intimidation' in this 


measure, what is known as the labor- 
ing element is left at the mercy of the 
caprices and imagination of a court of 
justice. The word 'persuasion' is even 
more harmless and less pregnant with 
meaning, yet how has it been diverted 
from its true meaning to meet the ur- 
gent needs of a strike Injunction? 


KNOT-HOLE DECISION. 


"I want to read you a few extracts 


from what I am pleased to term the 
'knot-hole decision,' because it prac- 
tically prevents" a man looking through 
a knot-hole in a fence If a non-union 
man happens to be on the other side of 
the fence. I want to read you a few 
extracts from an injunction decree is- 
sued by a Circuit Court in the case of 
the Southern Railway Company against 
a Machinists' Union. The court pro- 
hibits the union, as individuals and as 
members of the union and all persons 
associated with them, from entering 
upon or establishing a picket or pickets 
of men on, or patrolling: Its trains for 
the purpose of inducing or compelling, 
by threats,. Intimidation, and 
among 
other things, persuasion, any employe 
from performing his duties as such, or 
for the purpose of interviewing 
or 
talking to any person or persons on 
the trains to accept employment with 
said company for the purpose of in- 
ducing or compelling them, by per- 
suasion, or in any other manner what- 
soever to refuse or fail to accept serv- 
ice with the company; also from climb- 
Ing or attempting to climb on or over 
the fences of the company, or from 
looking through the cracks or holes in 
said fence, for the purpose _of Inter- 
viewing or talking to employes of said 
company, working 
in 
the yards or 


shops, in order to Induce them to leave! 
.the service of the company. 


COURT CONSTRUCTION. 


"No matter how peaceful the meth- 


ods employed might be, 
the 
courts 
seem ready to construe such methods 
'unlawful persuasion' 
and 
'Intimida- 


tion' and to issue an injunction decice 
accordingry. 
This is well illustrated 


In the recent case of Plant vs. Woods, 
the case In which Chief Justice Hol- 
mes wrote his dissenting opinion. .In 
that case, it was one labor union seek-

'The
